Dead and Dying Found Lying In Street 
and Help Comes Late, 


10S OF LIFE INCLUDES NEARLY ALL 


Yonductor on a Passing Train Sees 
Twelve Dead Bodies Lying in the 
Main Street of Herman. 
Fully a Hundred Are 
Dead. 


Omaha, Neb., June 13.—A tornado struck 
the town of Herman in Washington coun- 
ty this evening and wiped the place out of 
existence. Herman is a town of about 
90 inhabitants, in the extreme northern 
part of Washington county. It is on the 
ne of the Chicago, St. Paul, Mineapolis 
and Omaho railway. 

A conductor on the evening train 
from Sioux City passed through the 
place not long after the storm, and 
he says not a building is left stand- 
ingin town. He counted twelve dead 
bedies lying in the streets. 

The fatalities will undoubtedly 
to a hundred, if not higher.

_ Wires are all down north of Herman 
and it is not known how much further 
porth the storm went, but reports are com- 
ing in to the effect that a large portion 
of the country north of Herman is laid 
waste. 

The streets of Omaha are flooded and the 
play of the lightning is fearful. 

Afvices received by The Bee up to ll 
O'clock tonight, state that every dwelling 
Inthe town is destroyed except the public 
pchool and small dwelling, both of which 
are on the outskirts. The force of the 
tornado was terrific, as scarcely cne piece 
of many structures destroyed was eft in 
tact. 

The scene in the streets of the once 


thriving and beautiful little town is 


one ci destruction. Wrecked build- 
ings and broken furniture are strewn 
all arcund, while dead bodies lie in 
many places, the corpses badly disfig- 
ured and some of them hardly recog- 
nizable. 

The moans of the injured mingle with 
the calls of the rescuers as they pursue 
thelr humatarian task in the darkness and 
by the flickering gleams of lanterns. 

The relief train from Blair arrived about 
one hour after the storm and the work of 
Picking up the wounded was begun. Wil- 
ling hands did what they could to help the 
injured, and in the hour 
the train pulled out for Blair with ninety- 
five injured on board. They were taken to 
Blair as there is'absolutely no vlace at 
Herman at which treaitment ran be admin- 
istered. All the citizens of Wlair have 
thrown open their houses to the wounded, 
and the unfortunates are being cared for 
by campetent surgeons. 

Many of the tnjured will die, but some of 
‘them received but slight injuries. It is 
impossible at this hour, on account of the 
confusion to ascertain the number of dead, 
but twelve are known to have been killed, 
Gnd the list will run up very much higher. 

Superintendent Jaynes, of the Omaha

UMBER OF INJURED 1S FIVE HUNDRED 


Property Loss Is Practically Total. 
Net a Family but Has Some 
Member Among the Dead 
and Dying—Horrifying 
Scenes Witnessed. 


New Richmond, Wis., June 13.—Fully 100 
rpses, twice as many mangled people, 
shivered 
scattered of household 
dead Jhorses through which tthe 
rind had driven sharp splinters of. board, 


irty acres of piles of brick, 
anks, heaps 
vod, 
moldering fires where houses stood but 
esterday and in the midst of it all shiver- 
#d trees as bare Of leaves as ever they 
rere in the middle of winter and for the 
“cost part strippd bare of bark until they 
vesembled the ghosts of what they had 
seen twenty-four hours ago. 

This is what the ‘storm of yesterday 
‘wrought in the space of three minutes 
upon the town of New Richmond. 

There may have been cyclones which cre- 
ated greater devastation, some that have 
occasioned larger loss of Hfe, but it was 
only because there was more material for 
destruction in their path than this small 
village could afford. There never was a 
cyclone that made 
that which lay in its path than the one of 
last evening. 

Nothing Is Left Standing. 

In the business portion of the town ab- 

solutely not one building was left standing 


a cleaner sweep of 


above the cellar windows, everything above 
the foundation wall was shaved as clean 
as though it had been cut with a plane. 
Enormous iron safes were blown into the 
middie of the street and the largest safe 
in the town was carried across the street 
and half-way over the square beyond. 
The day had been warm and sultry dur- 
ing the latter part of the afternoon heavy 
banks of clouds had hung upon the western 
and southwestern horizon, but nothing se- 
rious was anticipated until a few minutes 
before 6 o’clock a dark blue cloud with 
edges of a pale green was seen rapidly 


approaching from the southwest. ‘In a 


minute a long funnel was seen dropping 
toward the ground, and then with a sav- 
age roar the cloud swept down upon the 
doomed town. 

The streets were full of strangers and as 
the awful cloud bore swiftly down there 
was a mad rush for cellars, doorways or 
anyplace that promised safety. Some of

It 
will be several days before the number of 
dead in New Richmond is accurately Known 
and it is doubtful if the entire number ef 
fatalities will ever be chronicled.

How many were killed in these houses 
will not be known for a long time. It Is 
impossible to estimate the property loss, 
but it is total in the business part of the 
town, and to make the blow the more se- 
vere. not one policy of tornado insurance 
had been written for the place. What is 
gone is gone beyond repair. 

There is at present no destitution among 


those who have suffered by the storm. St. 


- Paul and Minneapolis, Chippewa Falls and 


other places have sent in bountiful sup- 
plies and there is no suffering for food 
or necessities, but the business of the 
town is utterly wiped out of existence and 
not one man in the place will be able to 
resume business. The destruction is 80 
complete that there is absolutely nothing 
to be purehased in the twn—not a box of 
sardines, a pound of crackers or a pair 
of shoes. 
Werk of Searching Goes On. 

The work of searching for the dead was 
carried on during the night as well as it 
coulda be done in a drizzling rain and with 
the ald of a few lanterns. It was slow 
work and after dark the result of the work 
amounted practically to nothing. The po-

13.—The chamber of indict- 
ments today decided there is no case 
against Lieutenant Colonel Picquart, charg- 
ed with forgery in the Dreyfus case, or 
against Maitre Leblois, his counsel, against 
whom charges were also made in connec- 
tion with the case. 

The judgment of the court thus finally 
exonerates Picquart, who was released from 
prison June 9th, after being nearly a year 
in confinement, as the court declares the 
charges against Picquart and Leblois are 
entirely incompatible with the judgment 
recently rendered by the court of cassa- 
tion and that, therefore, there is no case

SENTENCE WAS A SURPRISE 


Christian! Beclared Hls Attack Was Un- 
premeditated and That He Was Net 
a Member ef Royalist Club, 


PROCUREUR GEKERAL PROSECUTOR 


French Baron Listened Unmoved to the 
Sentence While His Counsel Pro- 
tested That His Act Was Not 
a Political One and En- 
tirely Spontaneous, 


Paris, June 13.—Baron Christiani, who as- 
saulted President Loubet with a cane at 
the Auteuil races June 4th, was sentenced 
to serve four years’ Imprisonment. 

Christiant was tried before the correc- 


tional police court. The judges deliberated 


thirty-five minutes and delivere@ judgment, 
saying that, according to the art®les of 
the penal code under which Christlani was 
sentenced, he was Hable from two to five 
years’ imprisonment. 

There was general exclamation of 
surviise when the prisoner was sen- 
tenced to four years’ imprisonment and 
also to pay the costs of the trial. 
Christaani listened unmoved to his sen- 
tence. 

The court in which the baron was tried 
was one of the smallest halls in the palace 
of justice. The room is paneled with oak 
and behind the judges hangs a painting 
of the crucifixion. Christiani sat in the 
dock beside a policeman, and only a few 
ticket 
sons were allowed in the couroom, which

Christiani, who {s above the medium 
heighf, has an iron gray mustach. wore 
an eye glass and was elegantly dressed. 

Counsel for the baron pleaded that

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POINCAIRE REFUSES TO CONTROL 


Serious Difficulty in Filling French 
Premiership. 

Paris, June 13.—The air today Its full of

M. Dupuy as premier. M. Poincaire was 
the favorite this morning, but after three- 
quarfers of an hour spent tn conference 
with the president he declined to accept the 
task. He is a moderate republican and 
evidently doubted he would be able to sue- 
ceed in forming a cabinet which the pa- 
pers this afternoon think after yesterday's 
vote must be a radical one, 

M. Poincaire has been asked by M. Lou- 
bet to return to the Elysee palace tomor- 
row morning, when it is expected a definite 
proposal will be made to him to construct. 
It is expected that M. Delcasse will insist 
on retaining the foreign office portfolio, 
rather than accepting that of the interior, 
and that M. Bourgeois prefers continuing 
a member of the French ler'tion at The 
Hague to accepting a cabinet post. 

Eleven participants in the cafe riots last 
Sunday have been variously sentenced, the 
maximum sentence Leing sixteen davs’ im- 
prisonment. 

Late this evenire it developed that M. 
Poincaire, while he refused the premier- 
ship, intimated to the president that he 
might enter a cab‘net presided over by

their friends this evening and will return 
to the Elysee at 10 o clock tomorrow morn- 
ing to report the result.

FLORIDA MAY HAVE 
HOT RACE THIS FALL 


Republicans Are Preparing for a Hand 
In the Fight. 


DEMOCRATS MAY SPLIT _UP 


Local Issues Are Likely To Divide the 
Ruling Party. 


EVENTS ARE BEING CLOSELY WATCHED 


Removal of State Capital and Selec- 
tion of Judges Causing 
a Division. 


Tallahassee, Fla., June 13.—(Special.)— 
The few men who direct the destinies of 
the republican party in Florida are now in- 
dustrious in surveying a path to be paved 
with alleged mistakes of the now dominant 
democracy, along which the republican 
ticket of next year may travel to victory 
between the two contending lines of a 
divided democracy. 

Republican leaders are not making slates, 
nor are they themselves organizing their 
own followers for the struggle of 1900. They 
seem to be convinced that local issues 
which threaten to divide the democratic 
party will force the leaders of that party 
t» draw out the negro vote to the fullest 
possible extent. Such issues there are 
in reality. For instance, the question as to 
whether such officials as circuit judges, 
state attorneys and county commissioners 
should be elected by the people or continue 
to be appointed by the governor, as is 
now done, has developed a singlar lack 
of harmony an@ tensity of feeling in the 
ranks of the democracy. The question as 
to whether the state capitol shall remain 
in Tallahassee or go to east Florida is not 
only creating much feeling, but nothing 
is more certain that that when it goes to 
the people, both sides will exert every 
effort to poll every available vote—black 
and white. Both of these questions are 
live ones in Florida and they are not going 
to be downed until the people settle them 
by their votes. 

How They Figure It Out. 

The republican leaders stoutlv’ assert 
that agitation of these matters is all 
that is needed to so shape conditions as 
to push them into power in the state gov- 
ernment and deliver Florida’s electoral 
votes to the republican nominee for the 
presidency. That if the democrats will 
draw out the negro voters and count their 
ballot, it matters not a scintilla to them 
how these negroes vote upon constitutional 
questions, because they are satisfied be- 
yond all doubt that the votes which these 
people will cast for candidates for offices 
will all be republican. 

The full number of men in Florida who 
could qualify as voters hardly exceed 95,000. 
Of these about 40,000 are negroes and the 
remaining 55,000 are whites. The republi- 
cans claim that there are not enough dem- 
ocratis negroes in the state to form a regi- 
ment. This is probably ture. They also 
claim that anywhere from 10,000 to 20,000 of 
the white voters are men who have im- 
migrated here for climatic reasons from 
the north and northwest, and that they are 
simon-pure republicans, whose coming here 
has been too recent for them to have lost 
thelr devotion to the grand old party. There 
is a considerable element of doubt as to 
the exact political status of this latter 
class of Florida’s citizens. If they are 
such stanch republicans in principle, they 
have kept very quiet about it since moving 
into this state, and thelr votes have cer- 
tainly not influenced any election thus 
far. Right fair evidence of this is the fact 
that every single man elected to the leg- 
islature’ last November was a democrat 
and a Chicago platform democrat to boot. 

Prominent republicans insist, however, 
that during recent years they have appre- 
ciated the futulity—the folly—of making a 
sincere, energetic fight against the demo- 
crats, because the latter were too firmly 
intrenched, had all offices and controlled the 
machinery for retaining them. They say 
it was excellent policy for them to turn 
everything over to the democrats, and 
make capital out of the mistakes which 
they had nothing to do but look for. The 
republican leaders belleve the time has 
about arrived when the Florida democrats, 
in support of differing policies concerning 
local matters, will have to call upon the 
negro vote and every other element of 
republican strength in the hope of securing 
the victory. Let this be done, they say— 
let the republicans once more get a taste 
of voting and feeling the influence of 
their votes—and Florida will quickly enter 
the republican ranks. 

Republicanism Would Help Florida. 

A well Known republican federal offi- 
clal, in discussing the § situation today, 
stated that a republican state administra- 
tion in Florida would mean the imme- 
diate influx into the state of millions of 
dollars of northern capital and tens of 
thousands of extremely desirable n®w set- 
tlers, heretofore kept out by lack of ap- 
preciation of the favorable conditions for 
investment and advancement here. A re- 
publican administration, according to this 
gentleman, himself a northern man, would 
lend greater confidence to northern people 
who have been brought up in republican 
communities and who are now looking 
for new flelds in which to Invest their 
money. 

These are the kind of arguments which 
shrewd republicans are industriously dis- 
seminating throughout Florida, hoping 
thereby to encourage their forces and at- 
tract recruits from former populists and 
disgruntled democrats. 

On the other hand, well informed demo- 
crats all over the state, when asked 
for an expression of opinion about these 
hopes of the republicans, will tell you that 
the republicans have little else to do but 
build air castles; that while they esteem 
some of the leaders very highly as pleas- 
ant, companionable fellows, they can see 
absolutely no hope for them to get any 
state office unless they reform and be- 
come good democrats, and that so long as 
the negro vote remains so solidly republ- 
can that one cannot raise a regiment of 
black democrats in all Florida, just so 
long will the white people of the state 
continue to be solid for democracy that 
it will be difficult to find even a straggling 
battalion of white republicans all the way 
from Pensacola to Key West.

REBEL LOSS BELIEVED TO BE GREAT 


General Lawton in the Phickest of the 
Fight Takes a Gun, and with His 
Officers Drives the Sharp- 
shooters from Their 
Hiding Place. 


Manila, June 13.—General Lawton unex- 
pectedly stirred up one of the liveliest en- 
Sagements ot the war south of Las Pinas 
this morning, upon which occasion Ameri- 
can field guns were engaged in the first 
artillery duel against a Filipino battery 
concealed in the jungle. 

Companies F and I, of the Twenty- 
first infantry, were nearly surroundei 
by a large body of insurgents, but the 
Americans cut their way out with 
heavy loss. 

The United States 
nock and the gunboats Helena and Zafiro 
trained their batteries on Bakoor and the 
rebel trenches near Las Pinas all morning.

Bakoor was once on fire and the natives 
stopped the spread of the flames. 

The fighting at Las Pinas continued hot 
all day long. General Lawton called out 
the whole force of 3,000 men and at 5 
o'clock he was only able to push the in- 
surgents back §00 yards to the Zapote 
river, where they are intrenched. The in- 
surgents resisted desperately and aggres- 


sively. They attempted to turn the left

This apparently only served to in- 
cite the rebels, as they kept up an 
incessant fire of musketry and artil- 
lery near the mouth of the Zapote river 


two miles north of Bakoor. 

The fire of all seven Warships was con- 
centrated on this point shortly after noon, 
when the upper bay presented the appear- 
ance of being the scene of a great naval 
battle. The rebels were eventually forced 
to abandon thefr guns after holding out 
for about four hours, only to be confronted 
foree on land and

in their rear, where there was heavy fight- 
ing. 

General Lawton this morning took a bat-~- 
talion of the Fourteenth regiment and two 
companies of the Twenty-first regiment to 
locate the rebel battery, and then two guns 
of the Sixth artillery and four mountain 
guns were planted against at 600 yards 
distant. 

The rebels had a large gun from 
which they were firing home-made 
canister loaded with nails, and two 
smelJier guns. Their shooting was 
mest accurate. The first lot of can- 
isters burst directly in front of Scott’s 
guns, and another shattered the legs 
of a private of the Fourteenth in- 
fantry. 

Several shots struck the edge of the town. 
The country traversed was as bad as it is 
possible to imagine, belng mainiy lagoons, 
mud and water fringed with bambDoos. 

The Amigos Turn Traitors. 

As soon as the fighting opened the 
Americans were attacked by hidden rifie- 
men on all even the amigos, or 
friendly natives in the houses of the town, 
shooting into their rear. The companies of 
the Twenty-first regiment, skirmishing 
along the beach with amigo guides, found 
apparently a handful of rebels, who re- 
treated. Tthe men of the Twenty-first fol- 
lowed, and suddenly the rebels opened ter- 
rific fire on the troops from the sides and 
rear. The soldiers withdrew to the wa- 
ter’s edge, finding what shelter they could, 
and were picked off rapidly. After their 
ammunition was nearly exhaugted, the 
companies of the Twenty-first retreated, 
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but General Lawton dashed down and ral- 
lied the men. 

A little group made a desperate 
stand, General Lawton, Major Scott 
and Lieutenants Donovan and Donnel- 
ly taking rifles from the wounded men 
ard firing at the enemy, bringing 
down some of the rebel sharpshooters 
from a tree. 

Finally their cartridges were all gone and 
they were forced to break through the en- 
emy’s flank, carrying the wounded to the 
main body of the troops. 

Lieutenant Donovan, whose leg was 
broken, floundered for a mile through @ 
bog, after leading his men in the face of a 
greatly superior force. 

General Lawton ceased fighting until 
re-enforcements could be brought up. Two 
battalions of the Fourth regiment and one 
battalion of the Ninth regiment were hur- 
ried to the front and in the afternoon the 
battle was resumed, 

The Americans are compelledeto advance 
along narrow roads and over small bridges 
commanded by earth works ten feet thick. 

The only means of crossing the Zapote 
was by a small bridge which commanded 
the trenches spreading V-shaped, whence 
they could concentrate their fire on the 
bridge. They also had the advantage of 
the trees and jungle as the Americans 
could hardly see a head. 

Filipinos Finally Driven Back. 

When the battle was resumed at 1 
o’clock with the re-enforcements, our bat- 
tery having silenced the enemy’s guns, the 
Americans wading waist deep in the mud 
on the salt flats, slowly and pouring steady 
volleys of musketry at the rebels, drove 
their opponents beyond the river. 

When the two armies lay facing each 
other across the deep stream, the enemy 
practically out of sight while the men in 
blue and khaki lay in the mud and bushes, 
many of them without any shelter for three 
hours without a moment’s cessation in the 
firing, pouring builets at the enemy as fast 
as they could load. The thousand rifles 
blended into a continuous roar was vastly 
different from the interrifittent skirmish- 
Tike rattle of most of the engagements, 

One battalion after another General Law- 
ton summoned of the reserve from Las 
Pinas until only enough troops were left 
in the town to prevent the Filipons from 
attacking the Americans in the rear, which 
was feared, as they were creeping around 
our left through the woods, delivering a 
flanking fire which put a great strain upon 
the endurance of the Americans who were 
floundering in the mu@ across the river, 
while on the right the Filipino sharpshoot- 
ers hidden in the trees were peppering our 
men. But thanks to the poor marksman- 
ship of the rebels, the loss was not as 
great as if the Filipinos had shot straight. 

The Fourteenth regiment lay to the rignt 
of the bridge and in front of them was 
™the Twelfth regiment with the Ninth on 
the right and the Twenty-first up the road 
facing the bridge, which was the key to 
the situation. On the bridge were bodies 
of two Americans who had attempted to 
rush across and many wounded men were 
carried from the open ground before the 
bridge. 

After firing in volleys fora short time the 
Americans were ordered to fire when and 
where they could see the enemy. It was 
every man for himself and the best our 
men could do was to aim a tthe mist made 
by the smokeless powder. 

Lawton Equal to the Occasion. 
General Lawton, though exhausted by 

the mornine’s fight, rallied by sheer will 
power and was the commanding figure in 
the battle. He went along the lines dl- 
recting and encouraging the troops. Gen- 
eral Wheaton and General Ovenshine were 
equally courageous. In fact, the generals 
were among the few men on the battle- 
field who refused to take shelter under 
the hottest fire. The only approach to the 
fighting ground was by a narrow winding 
roa@ where the rebels’ bullets dropped 
thickly, wounding several of our men. 

At 4 o'clock there was an hour’s lull in 
the fighting and an artillery sergeant gal- 
loped back to where two guns of the moun- 
tain battery were waiting in reserve and 
shouted: “Bring up those guns.’’ The ser- 
geant then tumbled, exhausted from his 
horse. 

Twenty wounded men were carried toe 
a cascoe (native boat) waiting on the beach, 
which was rowed to Paranque. 

lt is impossible at present to estimate 
the number of the Filipinos dead. There 
are many dead bodies in the fields the- 
Americans traversed.

AMERICAN SCHEME WITH COMMITTEE 


Report That Germany Is Opposei in 
the Council to Arbitration on 
Principle Is Declared To 
Be Unwarranted and 
Untrue. 


The Hague, June 13.—In view of the 
statement published in the United States 
that Mr. Frederick Holls, of the American 
delegation to the peace conference, had 
cabled to the state department at Wash- 
ington that Germany was opposed to ar- 
bitration in principle, the correspondent of 
the Associated Press called today upon 
Mr. Holls, who declared there was abso- 
lutely no foundation for such a statement, 
He said that as a matter of fact he had 
not sent the state department a message 
of any kind since his arrival here, and 
that the cabinet messages forwarded by 
the delegation had not contained the least 
justification for the statement published. 
‘‘There is another story,’’ said Mr. Holls, 
‘which is quite as false and which, in the 
United States, may be even more mis- 
chievous. I mean the absurd story that we 
have abandoned the American plan for a 
arbitration board. The dele-

‘In view of the misleading statements 
published in America regarding the course 
of the drafting committee of the arbi- 
tration committee and the exact position 
of the American proposals, you may say 
that the American plan for a permanent 
tribunal, which has been consequently set 
forth in the American papers, has been 
referred, with other similar plans, to the 
drafting committee. This committee will 
report to the full committee on arbitra- 
tion the exact text of the American pro- 
posals as submitted, as the drafting com- 
mittee shall provisionally recommend. The 
committee on arbitration and afterwards 
the conference wiil then finally pass on the 
various projects. The fact that in the 
drafting committee the English proposals 
have been used as the basis of discussion 
goes not indicate in the least the abandon- 
ment of any of the plans. It is not ex- 
pected that the drafting committee will be 
ready to report to the commission on ar- 
bitration for’a week or ten days; and all 
statements regarding its work or attitude 
are mere strmise.”’

Accident Occurred In Dense Fog and 
Little Help Could Be Given,

NUMBER OF LOST 1S YET UNKNOWN 


Fate of the Macedonia Is Uncertain, 
but It Is Believed That She Could 
Not Live To Reach the Jer- 
sey Coast with Her 
Battered Side. 


New York, June 13.—The Old Dominion 
steamship Hamilton, from 
New York today, bound for Norfolk and@ 
Newport News, ran into the German steam- 
ship Macedonia off Long Branch and it 
is supposed that the Macedonia subsequent- 
ly sunk. Three passengers and nineteen of 
the crew of the Macedonia were saved 
and brought to this port. 

A dense tog prevailed over the lower 
bay and ulong the ceast since 1 o’clock this 
morning with intervals of clearing. The 
Hamilton had on board a large number 
of passengers, many of whom were dele- 
gates to a railroad convention at Old Point 
Comfort. 

At 5:55 o'clock this evening while pro- 
ceeding at reduced speed and sounding her 
whistle the Hamilton suddenly ran into a 
steamer which proved to be the German 
steamship Macedonia, striking her on the 
starboard side, abaft of the engine and cut- 
ting into her hull about twelve feet. 

The shock was terrific and indescribable 
confusion prevaile@ for a time. Order 
was finally restored on the Hamilton: and 
the crew were sent to their quarters. The 
Macedonia’s crew got out their boats as 
the disabled vessel drifted away from the 
Hamilton. Those taken on bvard the old 
Dominion liner were three passengers, Cap- 
tain Moses Walton, United States volunteer 
quartermaster; Bernard T. Hanson and A. 
L. Ebberty and sixteen of the crew. 

One boat was missing, which was lost 
in the fog. This boat contained Captain 
Kuffah!, Second Officer Gudsknecht, three 
passengers, Charlies W. Moss, F. W. 
Wright and Herman Brandt and eight sea- 
men. After sounding her whistle for a 
long time and the boat not appearing, Cap- 
tain Dole decided to return to port as his 
vessel was seriously damaged. 

The last seen of the Macedonia she was 
rolling and surging in the water and was 
evidently in a siking condition. 

The water was smooth, and as the col- 
lison occurred but a short distance off 
Long Branch it is supposed that the miss- 
ing boat attempted to make the land on 
the New Jersey coast. The Hamilton pro- 
ceeded to quarantine. 

Shortly after midnight the Hamilton ar- 
rived at her dock. She had on board three 
of the six passengers from the Macedonia 
and nineteen of the latter’s crew. 

Captain Dole, of the Hamilton, said they 
had been troubled by a very dense fog, 
which was very dense when the collision 
occurred. He heard the whistle of the 
Macedonia and thought she was out of 
the way. When he saw the extent of the 
collision he kept his bow on the side of 
the Macedonia to give her people a chance 
to climb aboard. A small boat was low- 
ered from the Macedonia and the captain, 
several passengers and some of the crew 
got into it! The boat was soon lost in the 
fog. 

Up to 2 o'clock this morning nothing has 
been seen at Sandy Hook nor at points 
along the New Jersey coast of the steamer 
(Macedonia. It is not definitely known 
whether the steamer is still afloat.

RESPECT OF KRUGER 


Cabinet Council Meets To Consider Sonth 


African Problem. 


UITLANDERS TO BE BACKED 


It Is Asserted That Force Will Be 
Used if Necessary. 


HAMBERLAIN MAKES A STATEMENT 


Secretary for Colonies Declares the 
Boers of South Africa Are Being 
Armed for Emergency. 


London, June 13.—The cabinet council in 
session today discussed . the Transvaal 
question and some definite policy is theught 
to have (been agreed on. 

The Daily Mail says the council was 
unanimous that steady pressure should te 
exercised and policy backed up by an ace- 
quate increase of force in South Africa. It 
also says the cabinet officially urges time, 
saying the Boers ‘wouldlbecome intractable. 
Mr. Chamberlain, secretary of state for 
the colonies, in a blue book issued tonight, 
replying to the petition of the Uitlanders 
ia the Transvaal republic, freely eJmits 
their substantial grounds fur the com- 
plaints. 

“Creat Britain,” he annuvinces, “cannot 
pe.ru nently ignore the aroltrary trea'n en: 
of the Uitlanders and the Transvaal re- 
public’s indifference to ‘British friendly 
representattions.’’ Mr. Chamberlain ‘sug- 
gested the conference between Sir Alfred 
Miiner and President Kruger, leaving the 
former a free hand and ins‘ructing the 
British representative that if his sugges- 
tions, particularly as to franchises, are not 
fairly received no further discussion need 
be urged. 

In the house of commons tonight Mr. 
Chamberlain announced the information 
that «he Transvaal was arming the Boers 
in the British colony of Natal and arming 
its own subjects against Great Britain, 
Milner, he showed, had distinctly refused 
at the Bloemfontein conference to arbitrate 
all questions, though conceding that some 
questions might be susceptible to settle- 
ment by arbitration. In no question, how- 
ever, Was a foreigner to be arbitrator.

Colonel Davant has been a prominent fie- 
ure in Savannah for forty years and wes 
in business here up to a short timé Gweo, 
when he had to retire on account of his 
health, 

During the war he enlisted fa the cavalry 
branch of the service and soon became lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Fifth cavalry. He 
served in Wheeler's cavalry division and 
saw active service throughout the strug- 
gie. : He was sixty-seven years old. His 
wife and several eniliren survive him. Twa 
sons, W. M. Davant and R. J. Davant, Jr., 
reside here.

BOARD OF VISITORS AT WORK! MRS, LIPSCOMB ENTERTAINS 


Professor W. M. Slaton, of Atlanta, Made 
President of the Body, 


THOROUGH INVESTIGATION PROMISED 


Ninety-Eighth Session of the Institu- 
tion of Learning Is Now Drawing 
to a Close with Interesting 
Exercises and Large 
Attendance. 


‘Athens, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—The 
ninety-ecighth commencement of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia has opened. 

The board of visitors is here and has be- 
gun work and the board of trus‘ees ‘will 
meet Thursday at noon. From then until 
the following Wednesday Athens will be 
of interest to Georglans who 
gre awaiting resuits in a number of im- 


portant matters connected with the unl- 


yersity. 

The board of visitors recently appointed 
by Governor Candler organized yesterday 
gfternoon by the election of Professor W. 
M. Slaton, of the Boys’ High school of At- 
lanta. as president and Professor J. IL. 
Johnson, president of the Jackson institute, 
ganz secretary. The other members of the 
board are: Professor J. W. Griffith, prin- 
cipal of the ‘Brunswick public schools; Pro- 
fessor T. J. Woofter, of the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industsial school, and Professor 
principal of the Blakely 
schools. 

fhe board will remain in session for a 
week and will investigate thoroughly ihe 
workings of the university in every depar'- 
ment and all changes that they deem 
necessary they will recommend to the gov- 
ernor and the state legislature. 

Although a considerable portion of the 
work of the board will be in looking over 
examination papers, inspecting buildings 
and the like, there will nevertheless be 
considerable attention paid to other things 
now interesting the state. 

While no official! announcement has been 
made of the intention of the board, it is 
understood that the department of English 
will receive a most thorough investigation. 
There has ‘been of late considerable com- 
ment on this department and some severe 
S'rictures have been made upon it. 

The members of the bourd of visitors will 
Ba'isfy themselves on all the points touch- 
ing the efficiency of this department, and 
will also investigate the reasons why the 
board of trustees does not allow more 
time to the English course at the unli- 
versity. While’ the board of visitors will 
not pose as a sensational body, it is more 
than likely that some of the recommneda- 
tions will create a stir.

TOTTERING BRIDGE 


Then a Section ef the Structure Gives 
Way and Goes Down. 


ONE MAN CARRIED ALONG 


Workmen Were Engaged on the Span 
When the Collapse Came. 


PASSENGER TRAINS WERE APPROACHING 
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Flint River Bridge, Near Albany, 
Gives Way Just in Time To Pre- 
vent Great Disaster. 


Albany, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—About 
8 o'clock this morning a section of the 
Plant system bridge spanning Flint river at 
this place collapsed and fell with a terrific 
crash. The wrecked section is about sev- 
enty-five feet in length and the rails at 
that point were about thirty-five feet from 
the ground. 

An hour before the section fell a heavily 
loaded local freight passed over in safety, 
and a half dozen other trains, some of 
them with many passengers aboard, were 
due to cross before noon. A bridge gang 
was at work on the trestle at the time 
of the accident and one of the laborers, 
a white man, fell from the very top of 
the structure in the midst of a neavy mass 
of timbers without sustaining the slight- 
est injury. His escape from instant death 
seems miraculous. 

The wrecked section of the bridge is at 
the edge of the river on the west side. It 
is remarkable that the freight train which 
had just passed over did not go through 
an@ had the passenger train due from 
Thomasville a few hours later struck the 
collapse the loss of life would have been 
frightful. The bridge is one of the longest 
in the state and the spans are of steel. It 
is used by the Brunswick and Western and 
the Savannah, Florida and Western lines of 
the Plant system, and as the break can- 
not be repaired in several days traffic on 
those lines will be seriously hindered.

Life Insurance Agent Perdue Caught 
in a Blazing Hotel.

Blackshear Hotel Takes Fire Early in 
the Morning and Many of the 
Guests Have Close Calls. 


Blackshear, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—A 
few minutes after ] o'clock this morning the 
Brown house, a large two anda half story 
structure, was discovered to be on fire. 
The fire had made such headway before 
discovered that it was impossible to save 
the building. There were a number of 
the guests in the hotel, but all escaped 
without serious injury. 

The most thrilling experience was that 
of Mr. Purdue, a life insurance agent of 
Atlanta, who did not awaken until the 
stairway which afforded his only means of 
escape was on fire, thus making it necessary 
for him to rush through the flames. He 
was somewhat burned about the face, and 
lost his mustache and eyebrows. 

One or more lady guests were rescued 
from the piazza on the second floor. The 
Brown house was saved from destruction 
almost by a miracle, it seemed, in the fire 
which occurred less than two months ago. 
It was in this house that George Gould 
and his wife were entertained at the time 
of the fatal Hurricane creek accident a few 
years ago, when so Many persons were 
killed and injured. 

The fire had its origin in the kitchen 
and is supposed to have been caused by a 
defective flue. The building was owned 
and run by Mrs. Allen Brown. Only a 
little of the furniture was saved from the 
building. The loss is only partially cov- 
ered by insurance. 


G. V. BARNETT IS ACQUITTED. 


A VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY IN 
WHITECAPPING CASE. 


Trial Attracted Considerable Interest 
in Griffin—Barnett To Be Tried 
on Two More Counts.

Griffin, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—The jury 
in the case of G. V. Barnett, charged with 
mobbing and attempted murder of Seab 
Jackson, a negro, who was unmercifully 
beaten near Griffin on May 23d, returned a 
verdict of not guil€y after being out about 
forty minutes. 

Yesterday morning the jury was com- 
pleted as follows: J. H. Westmoreland, 
G. W. Bates, Cornelius Boles, John R. 
Leach, Jgonn FF. wi, Jg..B. Pitts, J. C. 
Westmoreland, W. B. Miller, James H. 
Coats, W. T. Hudson, Charles H. Harper, 
Jr., and John J, Elder. 

The defendant was arraigned on two 
counts for mobbing and with assault with 
intent to murder. 

A number of witnesses of both prosecu- 
tion and defense were examined and at 
5:30 o'clock Judge Reagan charged the jury. 

For the prosecution the mos timportant 
witness was Seab Jackson, the negro who, 
it is claimed, Barnett assaulted. The tes- 
timony substantially as foHows: 

On Tuesday night, May 23d, he was in 
his room when.some one came to the door 
and called out, “‘Seab, Seab, open the door.”’ 
His wife answered by saying that she 
would open the door as soon as she could 
dress. 

Jackson says he dressed as rapidly as 
possible, and opening the back door of his 
house started to run, when he was shot. 
He staggered a few feet and was caught 
by some one, who asked him why he didn't 
open the door. 

He was then asked if some one had not 
told him that morning to quit work. He 
told them that he had received such warn- 
ing, and had done but little work since re- 
ceiving the notice. He was then informed 
that he was to be whipped, and with a 
captor at each arm, he was carried across 
Mr. R. J. Edwards's field to the S. G. and 
N. A. Railroad, where he was stripped of 
his pants and given three licks by every 
member of the mob. 

He thought there must have heen between 
fifty and sixty men in the party. 

The witness knew Barnett and Fallins. 
and recognized the former as a member of 
the mob who whipped him: Barnett had 
him by the arm as he stepped on the rail- 
roa@ track. 

Other witnesses for the prosecution were 
Mallie Jackson, Cliff Thomas and M. C. 
Thornton. 

In his statement Barnett claimed to have 
been at home at the time the whipping is 
Said to have occurred. His’ tastimony 
was borne out by that of several witnsses. 

Barnett will probably be tried on two 
more counts tomorrow.

The Atlanta Problem. 

The Atlanta problem—how to build up 
frade and furnish work for our people— 
while the subject may sound startling, is 
one which hag been with us ever since 
the little village of Marthasville grew 
large enough to put on metropolitan 
airs. 

While this problem is thus an old one, 
it is ever presenting itself in new shape 
in order to spur up the ingenuity of our 
people. During the past few days we 
have had something to say about the 
necessity of filling up the vacant places, 
and the discussion which ensued seems 
to be interminable. It has been argued 
with full conviction that the backbone 
of every enterprising city lies in its man- 
ufactures, not in th® large and preten- 
tious establishments which require 
boards. of directors and special counsel 
in order to steer them through, but those 
small handicrafts which lie within the 
control of one or two individuals, and 
which bespeak general prosperity more 
eloquently than could the smoke of a 
thousand furnaces. 

Thus, while people all over the south 
were asking upon what basis was it 
that Atlanta grew, the answer was fur- 
nished by the returns of the decennial 
census, which showed that Lynn, Mass., 
stood first in the number of inhabitants 
devoted to handicraft, and that Atlanta 
stood second. From this it will be seen 
that this southern city was marching in 
close rivalry with one of the most in- 
dustrious centers of the northeast, and 
that it was to thig that she owed the 
progress which she liad made while 
other and richer cities in our midst were 
at a standstill. The lesson taught was 
that the progress of the city depends 
not upon being the residence of a few 
rich men, but upon the number of skilled 
artisans in its midst who convert the raw 
material into something of profit. The 
man who can take a piece of leather and 
fashion a shoe, or even the village black- 
smith who can skillfully turn a horse- 
shoe, are the men who coin dollars, who 
rent houses, who pay grocery bills and 
who give employment to the trades and 
the professions which go to form a cos- 
mopolite city. Atlanta, therefore, has 
already been in the midst of the indus- 
trial march, and when we call upon the 
property owners of this city to unite in 
the work of building up smal! manu- 
factures, we give them no uncertain 
task, because it is one which is already 
familiar and one which has ‘proven its 
worth. 

But the other day a prominent whole- 
sale merchant of Atlanta, in discussing 
the question of freight rates from this 
city, made a very suggestive statement. 
It was to the effect that freight rates 
‘were against us; that the railroad man- 
agements within whose territorv Atlanta 
lay were interested in other cities, and 
that to those other cities all extra favors 
would be sure to go. Asked the ques- 
tion what Atlanta merchants were to do 
In order to escape from the dilemma 
which he had described. he promptly 
answered, ‘“‘We must either move to the 
favored cities indicated by the railroads. 
OR WE MUST PNTER MANUFACTUR- 
ING OURSELVES.” “Then why not 
take the latter course?” he was asked, 
and his reply was that it was the sen- 
sible one to take, only it should be un- 
dertaken by young men. This state- 
ment, made by a gentleman who was 
disposed to despair of Atlanta’s condi- 
tion, furnished the very keynote of hope, 
because while the railroads may be an- 
tagonistic in the movement of mere mer- 
cantile stock from one place to another, 
he admitted that if ‘Atlanta became a 
manufacturing city it would no longer 
be a question of rates from Boston to a 

point in Mississippi, but from Atlanta 
to that point, thus getting the benefit of 
a difference of freight covering eight or 
nine hundred miles. The very points 
made by this gentleman in his desnair 
have already been answered by institu- 
tiong in our own city. The different 
manufacturers of furniture and of agri- 
cultural implements have gone down 
even into, Mexico, and passing up north, 
have even invaded Boston and passed 
on to the state of Maine. 

In making these statements, The Con- 
stitution ig indulging in no empty talk. 
The city of Atlanta stands as the railroad 

center of nearly 20,000,000 of people. 
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| While the city of Atlanta may not find 

it profitable to import a manufactured 
article from New York or Boston and 
then go to the expense of reshipping it 
to another place, there remains no doubt 
whatever that she can beat them all as 
the original point of exportation, even 
under the present railroad rates, to any 
one of the towns or villages within this 
radius. To make it plainer, the Southern 
Furniture Company, of Atlanta, stands 
in no fear of being undersold in any 
one of the southern states by the 
dealers from Grand Rapids, Mich. If, 
however, the Southern Furniture Com- 
pany was merely a merchant, purchas- 
ing stocks from Grand Rapids, keeping 
them in store here and reshipping goods 
sold to other points from time to time, 
it is easy to see that the original manu- 
facturers could still come in and beat 
them by the difference which entered 
into the double handling. of the same 
goods. Railroads exist for the purpose 
of carrying freight, and if Atlanta men 
take hold of pig iron, wood in the log, or 
any raw material, and covert into mer- 
chantable articles, then they will have 
the advantage and the profit which goes 
tothe manufacturer and to the original 
shipper. There is not a merchant in At- 
lanta today but who will admit that 
boots, shoes and harness ware can be 
made as successfully here ag elsewhere, 
and that it cannot be undersold by the 
same goods from any other section of 
the union, Right from the start, man- 
ufacturers on this line would’ be on the 
road to success, and that, too, with the 
expenditure of but an inconsiderable sum 
of money. 

While these larger operations must be 
left to capitalists who are able to en- 
gage in them, there are hundredg of op- 
portunities for the development of small 
industries. Let the reader but look at 
the umbrella, which he is going to carry 
out with him on this hot day. That 
single article represents a profit of 50 
per cent to the merchant who sold it. It 
is used in sufficient numbers in the 
state of Georgia alone to pay for a fac- 
tory of considerable pfoportions. In 
this city there are two quiet men who 
make a living by repairing umbrellas. 
They have the knowledge of how to do 
the work, but they lack money, and it 
will do them no harm to say that they 
lack business talent. However, if some 
man with a littl money and some man 
with a little business tact would call ‘to 
hig aid the knowledge of these two men, 
united they could build up an industry 
which might be worth hundreds of 
thousands of dollars tothe city. On the 
same line, there may often be seen on 
the streets of Atlanta a man with a 
bundle of canes, the designs upon which 
he has fashioned himself. The canes are 
attractive and sell readily. If some of 
our property owners would but take an 
interest in this man, there is no telling 
how much there would be in the de- 
velopment of his business. 

These two items are mentioned merely 
as samples of what might be done. The 
time has come for a little more energy 
to be put into all of our operations. The 
gait which suited in 1850 was entirely 
too slow for 1860. and certainly the goat 
which wore well in 1880-90 must be too 
small for the Atlanta of 1900, which is 
now at hand. Let us get together and 
see what can be done for the city’s 
growth. Business men may meet in 
convention and talk. Bohemian smok- 
ergs may follow each other in rapid suc- 
cession, but after all the man who counts 
is the quiet individual who discovers 
the talents of which his neighbor is pos- 
sessed, and who assists him in the, bur- 
nishing of it for the public inspection.

The Adoption of General Gomez. 

In whatever light it is viewed, and no 
matter how clouded and prejudiced one’s 
vision, the compliment which the city 
of Havana has just paid to Maximo 
Gomez, in making him its adopted son, 
is inexpressibly touching. 

More significance attaches to it from 
the fact that it is bestowed but in rare 
instances, and only on those whose deeds 
of valorous patriotism have won them 
a snug place in the affections of the 
whole Cuban people. Doubly gratifying 
is it, after the discord and bitterness 
which marked the opening of American 
domination and which created for the 
old patriot a position delicate and com- 
promising. It shows that the Havanese, 
at least, are appreciative people, and 
that they take at face value the attacks 
which have been made upon the charac- 
ter and motives of this grand old man. 
The sentiments of a people are a reason- 
ably safe guide to the personality of a 
public man, and when this reward is 
unhesitatingly and spontaneously  be- 
stowed on a man who has shown such 
singular facility for forming unseverable 
friendships and bitter enmities, there 
arises the assurance that he cannot go 
far astray from the path of rectitude 
and loyalty. 

Gomez, like every other great man, 
has made many serious mistakes. He 
has, occasionally, adopted a course which 
brought his disinteredness and purity 
of purpose trenchantly into question. 
He has even strained friendships to the 
point of rupture, but it has never been 
recorded that he was guiltv of deliberate 
duplicity. On the other hand, he has 
shown himself powerful in those quali- 
ties of leadership and _ unselfishness 
which constitute the true and lasting 
patriot. He has given of his best to 
aid the cause which he espoused and 
he has never lost an opportunity to 
further that cause. 

For all of these reasons, and others 
equally apparent, we congratulate the 
United States, Cuba and the old warrior 
himself, on this new proof of devotion 
and appreciation. 
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Down with the Mudshack! 


Everything seems to remind us of At- 
lanta’s poverty with respect to a pas- 
senger station. Yesterday it was the 
dust and dirt: the day before it was the 
rain; today it is the fact that the new 
freight depot built at Montgomery by 
the Louisville and Nashvile and the 
Western of Alabama is a much finer and 
more commodious structure than the 
present mudshack here at which the 
traveling public is dumped off, and in 
which spectators are arrested in order to 
give the dirt-suffocated offfcials more 
elbow room. 

The elegant proportions of the new 
freight depot at Montgomery suggest the 
possibility that perhaps Atlanta did 
wrong in asking for a new passenger 
station. Perhaps the petition should 
have been for a new freight depot—a 
place where the patrons of the road 
would at least be as secure from the 
fluctuations of the weather as a con- 
signment of salt pork, or a sack of flour, 
or a barrel of sugar. Perhaps this is 
where Atlanta was impolitic; and yet, 
now we come to think of it, Montgomery 
has a new and fine passenger station 
just completed and the new freight depot 


is thrown in for good measure, just to 


show what two railroads can do when 
they have a mind to. . 

There seems to be a general idea even 
cutside of Atlanta that the traveling 
public ig entitled to better accommo- 
dationg in the capital city of the state 
than can now be found under the curled 
and ragged roof of the mudshack. Nat- 
urally the people who patronize the 
roads do not relish the idea of being 
dumped under a gutter-spout during a 
rain, nor in a quagmire after the rain 
has ceased, nor in a dust-pile in dry 
weather. This is why the whole state is 
interested in the question of a new pas- 
senger station for Atlanta. It is of 
course an important matter for thig city; 
but it is also an important matter for 
the whole state, for, at some period dur- 
ing every twelve months, nearly every 
man in Georgia may be depended on to 
visit the state capital. This is why the 
state press has taken the matter up; and 
although the editors write about it in 
various moods, “from grave to gay, from 
lively to severe,” it is nevertheless true 
that they all pereeive the necessity for 
a cleanly, commodious and comfortable 
passenger station to take the place of 
the present mudshack. 

What is as wonderful as anything is 
the fact that the railway managers per- 
mit their employees to inhabit a shelter 
so inadequate and so filthy. But for the 
naturally healthy climate of Atlanta, the 
sanitary board would have been com- 
pellied to abolish the mudshack long ago 
as a reeking and festering nidus of con- 
tagion. 

The Constitution recognizes the diffi- 
culties by which this proposed improve- 
ment is surrounded, owing to state own- 
ership of the site. A passenger station 
in another place would be just as con- 
venient as the present site, but we con- 
sider that a change would amount to a 
sacrifice of the state’s property, a sac-' 
rifice that will be rendered unnecessary 
by definite action on the part of the 
legislature soon to meet. 

We are of the opinion that Atlanta 
has an opportunity to solve the whole 
problem by a piece of work which may 
be described as the most important un- 
dertaking ever contemplated by the city. 
We refer, of course, to the construction 
of the Whitehall viaduct. For this im- 
provement some of the most valuable 
property in the city has been waiting 
for years, and the increased values wil! 
repay the city in a few years for all the 
cost of construction. When the White- 
hall viaduct is built, owners of abutting 
property will immediately proceed to im- 
prove their holdings by the erection of 
buildings in keeping with the modern 
spirit of progress. 

Meanwhile, let it not be forgotten that 
the mudshack is an evesore!

The Critic Criticised. 

It is often the case that the man who 
sets himself up to be the critic of the 
conduct of other people stands himself 
in the greatest danger of criticism. 

To read the continued editorial com- 
ments of Boston newspapers on the af- 
fairs of other people, one would be under 
the impression that that section pos- 
sessed ideal virtues to such an extent 
that there was so little to do at home 
that its people had to direct their at- 
tention to the world abroad. In this, 
however, we are doomed to disappoint- 
ment, and that, too, upon evidence of 
people living within the favored locali- 
ties. A recent article in The Atlantic 
Monthly, written by a Massachusetts 
clergyman, discussing the degeneracy of 
New England, goes on to say: 


Were I to pass judgment upon Miss Wil- 
kins’s work I should say_that it is a little 
deficient in artistic audacity. She undcr- 
States the case. There seems to me to be 
a scumble over every one of her por- 
traits. Her fantastic types exist; they 
abound in the hill towns; they are the 
natural results of intermarriage within the 
clan. 

It is not nice to have six toes on each 
foot. It is worse to be hair-lipped. Cross- 
eves are none the less disagreeable because 
very common, One of our families is muf- 
fie-chopped. Another whole family is deaf 
and dumb. The proprietor of the sawmill 
stands three feet two and one-half inches 
with his boots on. Israel Glenn measures 
seven feet in height. 

We have various expressions—gentle and 
Sympathetic most of them—to convey the 
hopeless and ugly fact of idiocy. We speak 
of “backward children’ or of the ‘‘be- 
lated ones,’’ or of them that ain’t over'’n 
above bright. 

Rural life, so exquisitely lovely in its 
possibilities—ay, and so regally magnificent 
in its lavish setting of forest and lake and 
hill and roaring brook—disappoints, how 
grievously, when you know the inmost 
truth of it. 

Massachusetts has built the factory and 
mortgaged the farm. ‘I'he people of New 
England are rolling down hill. We have 
contributed our best.to the cities, only the 
leavings remain. 

If you would see country life at its 
worst, pray visit the Belchertown cattle 
show. There you may mingle with as 
wicked a throng of human creatures as 
ever congregated in Whitechapel! or Bel- 
levue or Five Points. Foreigners? Not 
they! That loathsome rabble, gathered 
from twenty decadent hill towns, are they 
not, every soul of them, descended from 
the Puritans? Their pre-revolutionary 
blood ts as good as your own. The upland 
has reduced them to barbarism; they do 
but bespeak the future of rural New Eng- 
land. 

The pens especially constructed for the 
detention of violent inebriates are filled to 
overflowing before the third hour, every 
hoodlum has struck hands with every 
other hoodlum, and they have insulted all 
the women on the grounds, and the ran- 
dom fisticuff encounters of the morning 
and afternoon are mere desultory rehear- 
sals for the evening's promiscuous dance. 

The Constitution does not reprint this 
sad picture of everyday life -in one of 
the original thirteen colonies with any 
degree of pleasure, but it cannot allow 
the opportunity to pass without sug- 
gesting that a section which can be thus 
described by one of its own people needs 
to concentrate all of its energies at home 
instead of scattering them abroad, where 
there is less need for their exercise. 
There is not a section of Georgia, nor 
for that matter, of any one of the south- 
ern states, of which such a description 
as the one quoted conld be written.

Bishop Candler Replies to Dr. Tichenor 

Editor Constitution—My attention has 
been called to a communication from Dr. 
I. T, Tichenor, which appeared in your 
columns one day last week, when I was 
absent from the state, 1n which letter the 
doctor seems disposed to complain at the 
following paragraph, which I wrote in an 
appeal for a church building for the city 
of Havana: 

“There is not a Methodist church build- 
ing on the island of Cuba. There is not, 
so far as I know, a Protestant church 
building. The Baptists, who are the most 
numerous Protestant body on the island, 
have their largest congregation (that at 
Havana) housed in an old theater.” 

I beg to say nothing could have been 
further from my purpose than the inter- 
pretation Dr, Tichenor seems to have put 
upon my words. I did not intimate my 
Baptist brethren were in dilapidated quar- 
ters or that they had made an unwise 
purchase of property. On the contrary, 
speaking on the needs of Cuba, I have 
said in a score or more of addresses that 
the Baptists had bought very wisely. I 
have eulogized their wisdom and their 
zeal. They have one of the best properties 
in Havana,.and if the price paid is as re- 
ported they bought it very cheap. 

But they worship in a theater and I for 
one wish their great work in Havana were 
housed in a building the very architecture 
and arrangement of which would suggest 
and re-enforce the elevated spirit from 
which it was born and by which it is pros- 
ecuted. If I live ten years more I expect 
to see several splendid churches built by 
the Baptists in Havana. 

Of course I cannot tell how old this 
building they now use may be. All build- 
ings in Havana have an oldish, mildewed 
look, from climatic reasons, ] suppose. All 
my language was designed to express Was 
its former use as a theater. I should think 
it had been used for church purposes nearly 
Or quite ten years, and [ judge it had its 
day as a theater before. Still i is well 
preserved. But while I am glad my Bap- 
tist brethren have so good a property, and 
while 1 wish my church had a property as 
good, still I wish it were a church build- 
ing, outwardly manifest as such. On both 
my visits there I have worshiped in it, 
and have directed other Americans to it 
who had not been able to find a Prot- 
estant church in Havana, though this 
building is within a stone’s throw of Cen- 
fral Park. It doesn’t identify itself as a 
church to strangers. In it are shops and in 
one of these stalls intoxicating liquors were 
sold when I was in Havana. This was for 
no fault of our Baptist brethren, as I was 
informed, but was the sin of a renting 
agent who involved them in a contract 
duging the unsettled time of the war which 
they do not approve and from which they 
took steps as early as possible to extricate 
themselves. But the unhappy incident is 
enough to justify the view I hold that 
Protestantism needs church buildings in 
Cuba which by no possibility can be asso- 
ciated with any other than religious ob- 
jects andtit re-enforces well the appeal I 
am making to the members of my own 
church to build a house of worship in Ha- 
Vana, 

I would despise myself if I felt anything 
but the most lively satisfaction for the 
success of the Baptists in Cuba and the 
most genuine pain for any difficulties they 
have met or may meet. May God bless 
them always and in all ways. 

Would ‘God there were at 
Protestant church building in Havana! I 
shall be happy when it is built, whatever 
may be its name, and if it should turn out 
to be a Methodist church I believe that 
the most unemotional would not criticise 
me for shouting, for did not King David 
dance before the ark?

The Coburg Throne. 

Editor Constitution—What relation does 
the English royal family bear to the Co- 
burg throne? ERNEST SMITH. 

Prince Consort Albert, who was the hus- 
band of Queen Victoria, was the duke of 
Coburg. As his eldest son, the prince of 
Wales was the heir to the more pretentious 
throne of England, the ducal succession 
went to the second son, the duke 
of Edinburg upon the death of the duke’s 
only boy, a younger brother of the reign- 
ing duke became heir presumptive. He is 
Queen Victoria's third son and is known as 
the duke of Connaught, who at one time 
was a promising candidate for the rank 
of commander in chief of her majesty’s 
forces. Several months ago he accepted 
the burdens of his new office, but be- 
sides exchanging some necessary formali- 
ties with the functionaries of the duchy he 
has, it is said, shown great interest in the 
honor that has fallen to him. He was 
born in Buckingham palace forty-nine 
years ago, and is a thorough Englishman. 
It is reported from Gotha that his neglect 
of his possible subjects has been keenly 
felt in the duchy, and particularly resented 
by the social democrats, whose party in the 
diet has gained several] votes through his 
apntinued absence. Recently the diet con- 
vened for the purpose of discussing the 
budget, but before the debate began Herr 
Liebentrau requested a few moments for 
a question of greater moment. He said 
that the question of the succession to the 
throne of the duchy was arousing in the 
English press the proposal of imperial in- 
tervention. It was not a mere family heri- 
tage, he said. According to paragraph IV 
of the constitution the duke must take up 
his practical residence within state terri- 
tory in order to make himself acquainted 
with the condition of things in the country 
and the needs of the people. The same 
point of view was also applicable to the case 
of the heir to the throne. The state gov- 
ernment ought long ago to have issued 
reassuring statements to that effect. Herr 
Arnold then submitted the following reso- 
lution, which wads passed in spite of the 
ministry's motion to have it referred to a 
commission: “The common diet requesis 
the state government of the duchy to take 
such steps in the highest quarter tha: 
Prince Artaur of Connaught, who, so far 
as human calculations goes, will one day 
be called upon to succeed to the throne, 
shall, as soon as possible, take up his 
practical residence in the duchy of Cu- 
burg-Gotha; that he shall receive a German 
education, and make himself acquainted 
with the conditions of his new home from

| APPENDICITIS CURED 


WITHOUT A KNIFE 


Can a genuine, well authenticated, una- 
dulterated case of appendicitis be, cured 
without a surgical operation? Is there a 
way to reach the seat of the trouble and 
remove the cause without the use of 4 


knife? ; \ 

Physicians and surgeons have generally 
held to the idea that it is only by remov-~- 
ing the troublesome vermiform appendix 
That the seat of the trouble can be reach- 
ed and a cure effected, but here is one who 
thinks to the contrary ang seems to have 
demonstrated it in one very severe cae. 
He is Dr. George J. Helmer, of New York, 
and so remarkably simple was the method 
employed by Dr. Helmer that the story 
of the cure is told in the newspapers. The 
Press gives the details. 

The patient was a young woman about 
twenty years of age and a member of ap 
excellent Harlem family. At her owl 
request her name is not given, but the 
facts are fully vouched for. According to 
these, only eight minutes elapsed from the 
time the physician had reached the pa- 
tient until he had completed his work, as 
he believes, successfully. Whien Dr. Hel- 
mer reached his patient he found her in 
great pain. She had had similar attacks 
before ang two physicians, one of them 
the family physician for many years and 
the other a physician who had attender her 
in Atlantic Highlands, N. J., had pro- 
nounced ‘the trouble appendicitis, and had 
Stated positively that sne would have to 
be operated upon with a knife. 

‘ne treatment of Dr. Helmer was said 
to be so jnstantaneous in its effects and 
so simple and ‘harmless in its application 
that some physicians are inclined to won- 
der why it was not aiscovereq and made 
use of before. To one looking on the oper- 
ator seems only to apply one hand to the 
point midway between the top of the right 
leg and a point above the stomach; then 
bend up the right leg of the patient at the 
knee joint and give the leg a slight twist 
by means of a quick motion, repeated two 
or three times, and the operation is ended. 

The appendix is a rudimentary organ 
which in man has nouse,insome animals 
it has. Yet it is supplied with arteries and 
veins, The disease known as appendici- 
tis is simply a clogging of the appendix, a 
little sack, by food particles, so that Iin- 
flammation sets in. The pain, which some- 
times is excruciating, is caused by the 
clogging of the veins so that when the 
blood continues to be forced into the op- 
pendix by the heart through the arteries 
it-is prevented by the clogging of the veins 
from passing out again. 


The operation performed by Dr. Helmer 
Was nothing more nor less, as he describes 
it, than the forcing out of the appendix of 
the clogging varticles that occupied it. To 
do this from ‘the outside and by merely 
mechanical means requires the most per- 
fect knowledge of the human anatomy 
and long practice, but when once under- 
stood is simple enough. 

Just back of the appendix is the largest 
muscle in the human body, known as the 
psoas magnus. It is attached to the femur 
or ‘big bone of the leg, and is the muscle 
by which one can revolve the leg as on a 
pivot at the theel. It is this muscle whick 
is made to do the trick of emptying ‘the 
appendix. Using the fingers of one hand 
to hold the walis of the abdomen \n place 
and to prevent a rupture of the delicate 
internal structures. with the other hand 
a spasmodic contraction of the psoas mag- 
nus is brought about, which snaps it 
against the appendix and forces out of 
that organ whatever foreign substances it 
may contain 

Dr. Helmer, according to the press re- 
port, woul not discuss the case at first, 
but afterward, at the request of the pa- 
tient who thought it might be a benefit to 
the public to have the facts konwn, did 
explain jt, As illustration of how these 


foreign substances are expelled from the- 


appendix, the doctor placed the thumb of 
the reporter’s left hang flatly in the palm 
of his right hand. Then he slapped the 
palm of the hand smartly against the 
broad of the thumb. 

“The hand represents the psoas muscle,’ 
he said, “and the thumb the appendix. 
We produce a spasmodic contraction of 
the psoas magnus, like the slapping of the 
palm of the hand da@gainst the thumb. This 
forces the foreign substance from the ap- 
pendix, and riief follows immediately.” 

lt was suggested by the reporter that 
this hardly could be considered a cure, as 
the disase might return when the appendix 
became clogged again. 

“That ds true,” said the doctor. “But 
the same is true of any disease you name. 


No physician, in curing a disease, gives a~ 


guarantee that it will not oocur under 
favorable conditons. We think we do well 
even to relieve in so simple and painless 
a manner a disease that hitherto has been 
regarded as a most serious and in many 
cases a fatal one.’”’ aes

WHAT IS °GOING ON IN 
THE VARIOUS COURTS 


Judge J: H. Lumpkin yesterday appoint- 
ed Jeremiah A. Clarke temporary receiver 
for the Atlanta Mutual Life Insurance 
Company. If the company files a bond in 
the sum of $5,000 it will be allowed the priv- 
llege of dissolving the temporary receiver- 
ship. 

T. J. Ripley and Milner & Brand, attor- 
neys for H. C. Hopkins, of Lithonia, filed 
the bill for a receiver. He claimed that the 
amount of $60 was due him as a sick claim, 
and that it had not been paid, although 
this should have been done three months 
ago. The court also granted a temporary 
order restraining the company from inter- 
fering with the present status of its assets, 
and the case has been set for June 27th. 

Attorney Ripley, as receiver for the State 
Savings bank, filed an intervention, in which 
it was represented that the insurance com- 
pany owned the bank $4,356, which, it was 
claimed, was more than one-thied of the in- 
debtedness. 


The suit of J. BwAMurphy against the At- 
lanta Consolidated Street Railway Cam- 
pany for $10,000 damages for injuries claim- 
ed to thave been received in a fall from a 
moving car on Peachtree street, was con- 
tinued before Judge John M. Slaton and a 
jury yesterday. 

The case has been on trial for several 
days and it is probable that a verdict wil] 
be reached today. The suit will Le resumed 
this morning at 9 o'clock. 

It is probable that all the evidence wil] 
be in before noon and that the argument 
will be concluded in a short time. A num- 
ber of witnesses were introduced yesterday 
by the defendant to strengthen the claim 
that the boy jumped off in the middle of 
the block while the car was running, and 
without giving notice to the conductor. 


Judge Lumpkin yesterday granted a re 
newal of charter for twenty years to the 
Swift's Specific Company, of this city. The 
first charter of the company was granted 
June 13, 1879, and expired at midnight on 
Monday. The privilege of renewal was 
granted in the terms of the original statute 
and the first charter was amended by the 
superior court October 6, 1881.

Seeking the Origin of Diamonds. 

Professor W. ‘HH. Hobios, of the University 
of Wisconsin, assisted by a score of geolo- 
gists throughout the great lake regions, 
has #egun a survey of the gravel ridges 
of Ohio, Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, New 
York, ‘Minnesota and Michigan with the 
view of locating the origin of diamonds 
that have been found in various parts of 
the country from time to time. Professur 
‘Hobbs believes that the diamonds come 
from some place in Canada and considers 
it possibie that the survey may help to lo- 
cate that piace. They were, he velieves, 
brought down by the glaciers, and by 
tracing them back their birthplace may be 
found. Seventeen genuine diamonds have 
been found along these gravel ridzes in 
lake regions. The investigation, will be 
made under the direction of the Wisconsin 
geoiogists’ survey. 


The Champagne Market. 

The latest statistics published in Raris 
giving data from the wine distrcts show 
that the whte grapes have suffered severe- 
ly through inclement weather. The vines 
bearing these grapes do not produce ‘‘con- 
tre-bourgeons,"’ and in consequence the 
first growth having been destroyed, there 
is no nope whatever of ¢ruit for the au- 
tumn. in Epernay, the center of the 
Champagne country, the damage done is 
considerable, but not so great as in many 
less known localities. in Paris the cer- 
tainty of a bad vintage has caused a great 
demand to spring up for wines of previous 
years, in which a brisk speculation is be- 
ing done. The wine statistics for: the cham- 
Pagne dstrict for the year from April, 1898, 
to April, 1899, show a fall of 700,000 in the 
nutniber of bottles exported. On the Other 
hand, the consumption in France has in- 
creased by over 2,500,000 bottles. The total 
number of (bottles disposed of during ihe 
year was 27,397,996. The stock the growers 
have in hand amounts to 106,371,755 bottles 
— with 413,053 hectoliters of wine in 
asks. 


The Pope in South America. 

La Tribuna di Roma declares that as an 
offset to the snub that the vatican received 
by not being invited to send delegates to 
the peace conference, particular importance 
is ‘being attached by the Holy See to the 
council of South American prelates now 
being held ‘n Rome. The punpose of the 
council, ft {s said, although at first purely 
theological, has assumed important politi- 
cal significance. This has been brought 
about by the attempt of the vatican to re 
establish dtplomatic relations with Argen- 
tina, which have ‘been interrupted for 
fifteen years. England and the United 
States are almost the only nations which 
do not have direct or indirect commu nica- 
tions with the vatican by means of diplo- 
matists.

THEIR SICK CHILD 


Professor Carter, Traveling Showman, 
Arrested by Police. 


HE HAS GONE TO CHAINGANG 


Pulled at His Screaming Babe and 
Then Smashed the Crockery. 


HE IS A VENTRILOQUIST AND NECROMANCER 


Can Throw His Voice and Do Sleight. 
of-Hand Tricks—He Loved Corn 
Liquor—Created a Scene. 


Monday evening Professor J. W. Carter, 
a traveling showman and necromancer, 
was arrested and placed,gin a cell at the 
police barracks. Yesterday morning the 
police, after an investigation, discovered 
that the professor fought wildly with his 
wife over their little child, an invalid, and 
being vanquished in the tussle by the de- 
termined woman he demolished everything 


breakable in his home. 
The story is one of the most entertaining, 


and at the same time one of the most 
heartrending examples of a husband's cru- 
elty, that has ever come*within the scope 
of police authorities in Atlanta. 
Professor Carter’s home is on Borne 
street, in the third ward, and near the 


Fulton cotton mills. 

The professor is a tall, handsome man 
with a flowing black mustache. He travels 
about the country giving exhibitions of 
legerdemain, necromancy and ventriloquism 
in small towns and villages. “‘Barn-storm- 
ing’ it is called in theatrical lingo. He 
can make people talk tnd animals squeal fn 
all sorts of places, and can cheat the eye 
and the senses with mystifying sleight of 
hand tricks. 

But the professor Aas one failing. He 
will try too many manipulations with tha 
whisky glass, and when he does his erst- 
while ventriloquistic voice assumes a harsh 
and jarring tone toward his delicate little 
wife. 

Only a month ago the police were called 
in to quiet the professor when he had 
gone home after one of his imbibitions of 
corn Hquor. The professor's wife was at 
the time about to be taken to the Grady 
hospital for medical treatment, and she 
begged that he not be arrested as she 
would soon be away from him. As the 
professor made promises of reformation 
and of sticking to his business of leger- 
demain and ventriloquism, the officers did 
not lock him up. 

Monday evening the police were again 
called to the professor’s house, His wife 
had returned from the hospital. The 
baby was ill. The professor appeared 
drunk. 

Yesterday afternoon Professor Carter was 
arraigned in the police court and there his 
neighbors told how he had fought with his 
wife over their sick child. They saw the 
couple on the front porch with the child 
between them, the professor pulling the 
child one way and his wife pulling it the 
other, while the poor little sick creature 
was screaming as if in pain. 

The wife was at last triumphant in the 
fight and she ran with the baby to 4a 
neighbors. 

The professor then began some sleight-of- 
hand tricks with the crockery and glassware 
in the house. He smashed crockery and 


glass until he had nearly paved the front | 


yard with broken pieces. 

Officers Holt and Linam went to the 
scene and arrested the professor. 

Professor Carter had a speech to make to 
the recorder, and he said: 

“TI only broke up a few dishes or plat- 
ters in which my wife had bought mustard. 
I have to wash the dishes at my hous, 
and I accidentally broke a mustard platter 
yesterday. This made me a little vexed and 
I brushed off a few more platters and threw 
them in the yard.” He said nothing 
about the child-pulling contest.

us TERRIDLE RIDE TAWARD THE CITY 


‘Picked Up in the Roadway, He Is 
Turned Over to Dr. Crusselle, 
Who Saves Him—Young 
Man May Now Re- 
cover. 


Gus Keisler, who lives at Lakewood 
/Peights, swallowed a half cupful of paris 
green Monday morning, and knowing that 
bg fearful death awaited him unless he re- 
ceived medical attention, he mounted a 
horse and rode furfously into the city. Each 
minute he felt the death creeping on him, 
gnd after going two miles he fell uncon- 
scious from his horse opposite the resj- 


dence of S. B. Turman, near the city, on 


the Jonesboro road. 
The almost dying man was picked up 
and Dr. A. C. Crusselle summoned to at- 


tend him. 

Dr. Crusselle knew that the man had been 
poisoned in some way and took him to 
his residence near by, where after many 
hours of the most heroic treatment Keisler 
showed some signs of recovery, and yes- 
terday the physician pronounced him in a 
fair way to get over the effect of a deadly 
dose of one of the most deadly poisons 
known. 

Keisler lives near Lakewood and works 
ona truck farm. He’arose early Monday 
mornifg and picked up a cup with which 
to take a drink of coffee. The cup had been 
used to mix paris green, and it was left 
half filled with the poison diluted in water. 
Thinking the dark fluid in the cup was 
coffee, which some other person had not 
rank, Keisler poured his coffee upon it 
pnd swallowed the entire contents of the 
cup. 

In a few minutes he: felt a dizzy and 
queer sensation about the head, and upon 
inquiries he learned that he had taken a 
deadly dose of poison. 

The Ride Against Death. 

A physician had to be seen as quickly 
Bs possible and there was none in the 
neighborhood. With a heroism born of 
desperation, the young man saddled a horse 
and began a ride against death. Down 
the road toward the city he urged the horse 
at a furious gallop. Every minute he 
knew meant that much less chance of his 
life being saved. He could feel the effects 
of the poison as he dashed madly down the 
Jonesboro road. Several times he almost 
lst consciousness and came near reeling 
from the horse, but with an effort he 
fought against the feeling and nerved him- 
self to renewed efforts to win the race. 
The horse was panting and covered with 
foam, but on and on Ig was still urged 
as fast as he could run, up and down hills, 
over bridges and under the _ spreading 
branches of the trees. 

Weaker and fainter the young man grew, 
tnd he realized that he was about to be 
Vanquished and that the poison was surely 
unnerving his hand and numbing his 
Benses, 

The houses, as he sped by them, and 
the trees rocked and swayed like a ship 
Ina storm. His hold upoh the bridle 
grew slack. His eyes closed, his senses 
left him and he fell headlong from the 
horse on the side of the road. He had rid- 
den two miles in an almost dying condi- 
tion. 

Picked Up on the Roadside. 

It chanced that where he fell was direct- 
ly opposite the home of S. B. Turman, and 
he was soon picked up and Dr. Crusselle 
sent for by a messenger on horseback. 

The physician administered an antidote 
Bnd then decided to carry the almost dy- 
ing patient to his home, where he could 
Bive him all the attention needed. | 

Dr. -Crusselle, in speaking of the case to 
B reporter of The Constitution yesterday 
Morning, said: 

The Physician Speaks of the Case. 

“I have never seen a man as nearly 
dead to be revived as was young Keisler. 
He had swallowed enough of the poison 
to kill two or three men, and if I had been

Another of the objects of the called meet- 
ing will be to get the expressions of various 
citizens interested in the question of site, 
and it is probable that the committee in its 
final decision will be largely influenced by 
the opinion of the public in the matter. 

It is hoped to gselect a location in every 
way fully adapted for the purpose for which 
it will be secured and one that shall be 
within easy reach of the greatest number 
of people. The many difficulties surround- 
ing a matter of so much importance to the 
citizens of Atlanta has been thoroughly 
considered by the committee during its 
meeting and the decision to hold an open 
meeting to invite suggestions from the peo- 
ple was thought to be an excellent way to 
arrive at a final conclusion to the entire 
satisfaction of every one. 

‘Gince the organization of the board of 
trustees, and the appointment of the varl- 
ous committees by President W. M. Kelley, 
the committee on building and grounds has 
been very active in its work and a number 
of interesting metings have been held to 
consider suitable sites for the public 
library. 

The following sites have already been sug- | 
gested and the claims of advantages of 
each has been considered by the commit- 
tee: 

The present location of the Young Men's 
Library, corner of Marietta and Cone 
streets: the lot now occupied by the First 
Methodist church, at the telangle formed by 
Peachtree, North Pryor and WHouston 
streets: the lot occupied by a two-story 
hullding at the corner of Forsyth and 
Qhurch streets; the vacant lot at the corner 
of South Pryor and Mitchell streets, and a 
lot on Peachtree street, in the neighbor- 
hood of the governor’s mansion.

FILL CONTAMINATED | 


WELLS SAYS POPE 


Board ef Health Will Make Another Ef- 
fort To Fill Wells, 


WILL COME UP NEXT MONDAY 


—<<—<—- 


Ordinence Will Be Somewhat Different 
from Original Measure, 


MAY AIM DIRECTLY AT THE BAD WELLS 


A Well District May Also Be Estab- 
lished—What Councilman Wylie 
Pope Has To Say. 


The board of health does not consider 
that it has lost the fight for filled-up wells. 
The action of council at the last session in 
tabling the ordinance has only inspired the 
members of the board to renewed efforts. 
and Councilman Pope will bring the matter 
up again at the next session of the council 
Monday afternoon, but in a modified form. 

After a year’s investigation of the well 
subject, the board passed a resolution ree- 
ommending that the council adopt an or- 
dinance requiring all property owners in 
touch with city water to fill the wells on 
their premises. This action raised objection 
throughout the city, and when the ordi- 
neanc was introduced in council by Coun- 
cilman Pope, who is an ex-officio member 
of the board of health, council gimply re- 
fused to pass it. There was a strong sen- 
timent in favor of sending the measure to 
a committee so that the members of the 
health board might be heard, but even this 
Was not carried, 

Mr. Pope has since held a consultation 
with the other board members, and it has 
been decided to either introduce an entirely 
new ordinance at the next meeting of the 
council, or to take the old one from the 
tabie. There may be some hope for the 
new ordinance, in that it will differ mate- 
rially from the old. It is safe to say the 
council] will never pass the original meas- 
ure. 

“The old ordinance,” sald Mr. Pope, yes- 
terday, “is entirely too sweeping. It was 
not drawn by me, and I did not exactly 
agree with it when I introduced it. It was 
my idea to have it referred to a committee, 
where it could have been modified, but it 
scemed the council had determined to table 
it. and I was powerless to stem the tide. 

“The new ordinance I shall introduce next 
Monday will require the closing cf only 
those wells that are really contaminated 
and that cause disease. There is no need 
to close every well in the city, for many of 
them contain good and pure water. The 
new ordinance may create something like a 
well district, or, at any rate, it will provide 
some plan whereby the. bad wells may he 
filled. I believe this ordinance will pass 
the council without any trouble,”

GUARD BLOWN UP | 


DY DYNAMITE 


Uscar Jones Victim of Strange 
Explosion Yesterday, 


HOT ROCK WAS THE CAUSE 


Jones Was Serlously Wounded and Was 
* Taken to the Hospital, 


HE MAY LOSE ONE OF HIS EVES 


Premature Explosion Occurred on Nine 
Mile Circle Road at 10:30 O’Clock 
Yesterday Morning—Guard 
Was Knocked Down 
and Injured, 


Yesterday morning at 10:30 o'clock Oscar 
Jones, Fulton county convict guard, was 
blown up by dynamite while prepari: g to 
make a blast in the northern part «f the 
county, and his injuries were cons'dered 60 
serious that he was taken to the Grady 
hospital. 

The explosion was a most peculiar one, 
the dynamite being prematurely discharged 
by the heat from the ruck into which :t 
had been -packed. No fuse had been light- 
ed and such a thiag as an explosion was 
not looked for. 

Jones has been wéth Superintendent Don- 
aldson for eight or ten years and has had 
much expertience in handling dynamite and 
giant powder. He isa very careful man and 
one whu never tuc.t any unnecessary cl an- 
ces with the men under him. 

Yesterday morniiag he had a syuad cf 
county convicts working on the Nine Mile 
Circle road and tn one place it was necessa- 
ry to blast a jot ot rock. Jones took 
charge of the €ynamite himself, as he uau- 
ally did, in xeeo it out of the 
hands of inexperienced convicts. Ue had 
the convicts to drill the Tole in the :uck 
and then began to pack 'n the dynarm‘te. 
He was alone, the convicts and other 
guards having withdrawn to another piace 
where some earth had to be excavated. 

The packing of dynamite for a blast is 
& very dangerous operation and has w be 
dohe with the utmost care. 

Nearly all the charge had been packed 
into the drill and Jones was about to 
make preparations to light the fuse when 
there was a loud and terrific explosion. 

The dynamite hag exploded from 
heat of the rock. 

Jone® was knocked several feet from 
the place where he was standing, and 
when the other guards went to him he 
was lying upon his back with the blood 
gushing from an ugly wound over the 
right eye and from his right hand, which 
was torn and lacerated. 

Jones could thardly realize what had 
happened. He was stunned and dazed 
and he was utterly at a loss to tell how 
the dynamite had exploded so suddenly 
and without any apparent cause. 

He was takenup, andasit was thought 
his right eye had been torn out, he was 
driven hurriedly to the hospitalina buggy. 
The physicians at the hospital pronounced 
his injuries very severe, but it is believed 
the wounded eye can be saved and that the 
sight may not be impaired. 

Jones lives at No. 132 Davis 
is not married. 

The accident has caused much talk 
among those who handle dynamite, and 
the temperature of rocks to be blasted 
will hereafter be closely watched. 

Jones was reported to be resting well 
last night, but it will be several days be- 
fore he can attend to his official duties 
again as a convict guard.

grounds Monday afternoon, and yesterday 


morning the negro was caught and lodged 


tn the city prison. 

The bulldee sprang upon the child and 
tried to tear him into pieces with his teetth, 
niting him four times and mangling the 
flesh. 

Ed TMolbrook, a negro man who watches 
the turf exchange at the park, owns the 
dog, which he uses at night to help guard, 
and so ferocious is the animal. that when 
Holbrook ran to the child’s aid and held 
him up out of the dog’s reach, the savage 
canine bit his owner twice. 

The youth who had indulged in this cruel 
gport just to have a “‘little fun,” as ‘he ex- 
pressed it, was arraigned in the police court 
yesterday afternoon, when all the facts in 
the case were brought out. 

Mr. Jeter lives near the exposition park, 
on the place of the late Dr. Walker. He 

» has a twelve-year-old son who frequently 
yisits the park in the afternoon. The boy 
went to the exposition grounds Monday af- 
ternoon and while walking near one of the 
Luildings he passed Son-Perkins with Hol- 
brook’s bulldog. 

“Sickhim!’’ called out the negro youth to 
the dog, at the same time pointing at young 
Jeter. 

The dog uttered a few low growls and 
then sprang ferociously at the boy’s 
throat. .The little fellow fell upon the 
ground and hid his face in his hands. The 
dog tore at him, rending his clothes and 
four times lacerating the flesh with his 
teeth. 

Holbrook heard the cries of the boy and 
running to him, took him wp in his arms to 
hold him out of the animal’s reach. 

So infuriated had the dog become that he 
bit his master twice before he could be 
kicked off. | 

Mr. Jeter and Holbrook both reported the 
matter to Park Officer Lockhart, who ap- 
rested Perkins and sent him to the city 
prison. 

Recorder Broyles gave Perkins some 
Strong talk about his cruel conduct and 
said that if somebody had shot him the 
act might have been justifiable. 

Perkins was sent to the city chaingang 
for thirty days, that being the extent of the 
law in the police court.

County Tax Collector Serves Fi. Fas. 
for Back Taxes, 


CLAIMS COMPANY OWES FOR ’98 


Test Case Will Be Made and Similar 
Proceedings Will Be Instituted 
Against Corporations. 


The American Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company was served with fi. fas. 
amounting to $54 by Tax Collector A. P. 
Stewart for taxes, which ‘t is claimed the 
company owes the county for last year. 
Fifty-six transmitters operated by the 
Southern Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany were levied upon by Collector Stewart 
under the direction of County Attorney 
Rosser. 

It is probable that a test case will be 
made, for Tax Collector Stewart says that 
if the corporations doing business here are 
liable for taxes to the county, they should 
be made to pay. The company claims 
that it pays taxes to the state through the 
comptroller general and does not owe any 

* taxes to the county. 
The telephone company is required to 
pay $1 per year for each telephone and 

this the American Telephone and Tele- 
staph Company claims the southern has 
been doing for years according to law. This 

Money has been paid into the state through 
the comptroller general and the corpora- 
tion asserts that after that has been 
done it is not liable to the county for 
taxes. 

An effort will probably be made to have 
the proceedings instituted by Tax Collector 
Stewart stopped, as the telephone company 
asserts that the claim of the county should 
have been prosecuted through the state of- 
ficial. 

It is possible that a levy will be made 
On the Southern Express Company to- 
day on the same grounds as the claim 
Bgainst the telephone company. The com- 
pany will be asked to pay taxes for doing 
business in the county and upon its re- 
fusal to comply proceedings will proba- 
bly be instituted to make a test case of 
the matter.

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URING the three years that Fore- 
[ ) caster J. B. Marbury has had his 

eye at the Atlanta weather bureau 
telescope watching for weather, he has 
probably seen more different kinds of that 
article than all the weather men who 
came before him. From his little look- 
out on the top of the custom house he has 
seen the mercury climb upward as’ if it 
were going to run out at the top of the 
tube. Then again he has sé@n it 
tumbling downward like it wanted to 
thump the bottom out of the thermometer. 
He has seen it go lower than any other 
forecaster ever saw it in Atlanta, and on 
the 13th of February, 1899, he scored up a 
new cold record of 8% degrees below zero 
in one of his books.

In fact since Mr. Marbury has been tin 
Atlanta every weather record has been 
broken, with the one exception of the hot 
record. The hotfest that it has been since 
Mr. Marbury has been here was 97 on the 
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WHAT INCREAS 


s0th of June, 1897, which was just 3 de- 
grees below the record... Mr. Marbury is 
the only forecaster who ever saw it snow 
here in April, as it did on the night of tha 
26th of April, 1898, when a light snow fell 
for about five minutes. The heaviest snow 
fall and also the heaviest rain fall ever 
recorded in Atlanta have occurred during 
Mr. Marbury's stay here. The snow fall 
record was made on the 12th of last Feb- 
ruary, when 6.4 inches of the “beautiful” 
fell. The hardest rain that Atlanta has 
had since the weather bureau was e 

tablished was during the confederate re- 
union, when 6.56 inches fell in twenty-four 
hours. In one hour on that day 4.30 inches 
fell and in thirty minutes 1.58 inches fell. 
A search through the weather bureau rec- 
ords shows that this has never been equaled 
and probably never will be again. The 
highest wind velocity ever recorder has 
been booked during Mr. Marbury’s reign. 
On the 27th of last Marclhi-for a few min- 


utes during the afternoon the wind blew 
at a rate of sixty miles an hour, which 
stands as the extreme velocity for At- 
lanta. 

In spite of all varfous sorts and condl- 
tions of weather that Atlanta has had since 
Mr. Marbury has been here, he says that 
Atlanta has the best climate the year 
round that he has ever seen, and what he 
doesn't Know about climate ver this coun- 
try has never been found out. Mr. Marbury 
has had charge of some of the most im- 
portant bureaus in the country and he is 
looked on as the star man of the service. 
He has lived in every section of the United 
States, and he says that not only from a 
weather standpoint, but from every other 
he would rather Hve in Atlanta than 
anywhere else. The weather bureau has 
been in operation twenty-one years and it 
is a rather remarkable fact that every 
record with the exception of the high 
temperature has been made in the last 
three years.

LIQUIDATION WAS A FEATURE 


Trade Was Inclined To Drag, with 
Prcfessional Element in Control 
from Start to Finish. 


New York, June 13.—By Associated Press: 
After a steady start with prices 1 to 2 
points lower, the cotton market developed 
weakness under quite active liquidation 
and sold off quite rapidly at the lowest 
figure showing a net decline of 4@o points. 
This loss grew out of bearish cables and 
favorable advices from the crop center, 
rather than spirited efforts of shorts to 
depress values. Trading, taking the day as 
a whole. was inclined to drag, and from 
start to tinish the professional e.ement were 
in eomplete control. 

Profit-taking at times brought about par- 
tial reactions, but the market in general 
showed very little recuperative energy. At 
the close the feeling was steady’ with 
‘rices 3 to.-5 lower. Among the factors 
contributing to the ruling of the 
market were reports of quite general im- 
provement in the crop conditions, fore- 
easts for continued wet weather in the 
south. rumors that European spinners were 
disposed to purchase sparingly pending 
further crop developments and claims that 
the southern markets were softening. 

The weekly crop and weather report from 
Washington attracted little attention, it 
showing having been quite generally dls- 
counted. Searcely an order was received 
from outside investors and operators for 
foreign account made a poor showing in 
contrast with the encouraging volume of 
business transacted for this account dur- 
ing the past weck or more.

RAILWAYS SHOW SHARP LOSS 


Was No Pressure of Liquidation at 
Any Time, but Prices Went 
Down Easily. 


New York, June 13.—There was a marked 
disposition from an early period in- the 
day's trading to take profits in many of the 
stocKs which have enjoyed a large advance 
recently. This wag evident practically in 
all of the standard stocks, and made itself 
increasingly obvious in the industrial spe- 
cialties. The very decided strength mani- 
fested by a group of the industrials served 
to stay the profit-taking sales which were 
fed to the market. The recent strength of 
Federal Steel showed no abatement during 
the early hours of the day, and other mem- 
bers of the Flower group, notably Brook- 
lyn Transit and People’s Gas were strong 
in Sympathy. An advance in Metropolitan, 
Manhattan and Sugar helped to keep up 
prices. The leadership of these stocks 
Bave place in the course of the morning, to 
National Steel, American Hoop, American 
Smelting and Tin Plate, the first named 
rising some 5 Points. The awakening activ- 
ity in this group, which was more promi- 
hent in trading than at any time since they 
have been dealt in on the local exchange, 
seemed to invite realizing elsewhere in the 
list, and an early break in Consolidated 
Gas, followed by pronounced weakness in 
Sugar, emphasized this tendency. ‘Tere 
was a late rally in Consolidated Gas and 
Pressed Steel car was suddenly marked up 
to 55, an advance of over 4 points. But no 
effect Was apparent on the general list, 
which closed active and weak at the low- 
é€st point generally today. 

Net losses in the standard railroads are 
for the most part betwéen 1 and 2 points. 
Sugar, which was traded in ex-dividend of 
3 per cent, lost nearly 5 points on the day.

Will Go.

Work of Packing Records Was Com- 
mencei Yesterday Morning. 


VALUABLE DOCUMENTS WILL BE SENT 


These Records Belong to the Depart- 
ment of Texas, Which Was Re- 
cently Re-established. 


The records of the department of Texas 
for the. past thirty years will be shipped 
back to San Antonio within a few days. 
The work of packing them was begun yes- 
terday morning at the headquarters of the 
dopartment of the gulf in this city, and it js 
expected that within a few days the clerks 
will have put them in shape to be sent to 
the headquarters of the department of 
Texas. 

It is the intention to have the records 
loaded on: the train before July 1st, when 
the headquarters of the department of the 
gulf will be moved to the Prudential build- 
ing from the Austell building, and a few 
days later the cars bearing the documents 
and books will be unloaded at San An- 
tonio. 

These records belong, in fact, to the de- 
partment of Texas, but when that depart- 
ment was abolished in March, 1898, and the 
department of the gulf established with 
headquarters here, the records of the old 
department were brought to this city, es 
the officers and the clerks were the same. 
The department established here was really 
the department of Texas under a new 
name. 

The papers which will be shipped back 
to the department of Texas comprise all 
copies of general and especial orders, all 
courtmartial papers and other documents 
of a similar nature, which were accuimu- 
lated during the thirty years of existence 
of the department of Texas. 

These records will weigh several: tons, 
and the work of packing them is neavier 
than might be supposed. It is enough to 
keep all clerks at department headquarters 
busy for several days. Two freight cars 
will be required to take them back to San 
Antonio. One will be full, the other about 
half. 

Great care is necessary in packing the 
documents. One paper is needed to explain 
another, and the chain so formed will be 
broken if one paper is lost. Many of the doc- 
uments could not be replaced, and with 


these the greatest care is being taken, 

The shipping of the records back to San 
Antonio will leave considerable space in 
department headquarters, and the clerks 


will have more room in which ‘o move 
about. 


DAMAGES. 
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M’CULLOUGHS GET 


Suit Against the Georgia Road Re- 
sulted in a Verdict for the 


Plaintiff. 

The jury in the case of MeCullough Bros. 
against the Georgia Rafllway and Banking 
Company, on trial before Judge Candler 
yesterday, brought in a verdict of $437.86 
damages for the plaintiffs. The amount 
represents the original claim with inter- 
est. The jury was out only a short time. 

The case dates back to the winter of 
1894. at which time a carload of oranges 
was shipped from Tampa, Fla., to McCul- 
lough Bros., in this city. The car was 
bought by John F. MeCall as agent for 
the commission men and was paid for be- 
fore shipment. 

The plaintiffs. claimed that the car was 
received twelve days after it had been 
billed and that all the oranges were de- 
cayed and a total loss. 

They entered suit against the Georgia 
railroad as baing the last line over which 
the oranges came and to which they had 
paid the freight charges. The railway 
company did not deny that the car was 
late in being delivered, but contended that 
the other lines over which it was sent 
should be held responsible, 

The case came up for trial before Judge 
John Berry in the city court, and the 
jure rendered a verdict in favor of plaint- 
iffs. This was set aside by Judge Berry, 
and the matter again came up for trial. 
This time, however, it resulted in a mis- 
tria, and was then transferred to the su- 


perior court. 

Attorney R. J. Jordan represented§ the 
plaintiffs, and Cummings & McDaniel rep- 
resented the road,

The jury in the contempt case of Oscar 
Pause, which has been on trial before

Denies That Latter Helped Build the 
Consolidated. 


ASSERTS CONTRARY CORRECT 


Charges That Harry Atkinson Wanted 
To Be Receiver. 


ATLANTA. MONEY SUPPORTED THE ROAD 


Lively Statement from the First Pres- 
ident of the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company. 


In a recent interview Harry M. Atkinson, 
who is assisting in the organization of a 
company to place an additional street car 
system in Atlanta, referred to the work 
he had done to put upon the streets the 
present Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany, 

Joel Hurt, who is well known in connec. 
tion with the Consolidated, takes exception 
to part of Mr. Atkinson's statement. In 
reference to the matter Mr. Hurt says: 

“IT notice In The Constitution an inter- 
view with H. M. Atkinson, in which he 
Claims that through himself and his friends 
In Boston the present street car system in 
Atlanta was organized, ‘and that the 
money upon which the system was formed, 
and which carried it through its years of 
depression was furnished by Boston par- 
ties.’ 

“This statement must be as much a sur- 
prise to the persons who did furnish the 
money as it was to me, the company’s first 
and only president for nearly seven years. 
I deem it but just to state a few facts. 

“Copies of the papers now in my posses- 
sion, as well as the book, show that to buy 
and consolidate the properties in 1891 about 
409 per cent of the money was subscribed 
In New York, about 20 per cent in Georgia, 
and the balance in New England cities and 
towns, including Boston. 

“The company was not a financial suc- 
cess. In 1893 about 70 per cent of the stock 
was sold to citizens of Georgia, chiefly of 
Atlanta, who put up about $500,000 in addi- 
tion to the amount paid for the stock, to pay 
the company out of debt and to finish the 
electrical equipment: since which time, and 
until this year, more than 8&0 per cent of 
the stock has been owned in Georgia. 

“Never before have I heard that Mr. At- 
kKinson exercised any agency in the matter, 
except that after the panic in 1893 I was in- 
formed by a very prominent citizen that 
Mr. Atkinson had control of two accounts 
against the company and was endeavoring 
to secure control of a third one. There was 
talk of a receivership at the time, and three 
accounts were necessary to have a receiver 
appointed. I afterwards learned from prom- 
inent lawyers that Mr. Atkinson wanted to 
be appointed receiver. 

“I am quite positive that neither ‘Mr. At- 
kinson nor his friend Mr. T. J. Coolidge, 
whom I regard as a most estimable man 
ever did own so much as one share of stock 
in the company, and ff ever they owned any 
of the bonds, these were few and were 
taken for debt at less than par,
